Total of 39 Have Been 
Taken From _ IIl-Fated

POLICE INSPECTOR 
IS AMONG VICTIMS 


TWO MISSING MEN FOUND — 
HANDCUFFED AND CHAINED — 
TO TREE UPON MOUNTAIN | 


PAIR DISAPPEARED 
TO FRAME UP HIM, 
DEPUTY DECLARES 


Many of Victims Crushed |Mason and Bowman Drivy- 


Almost Beyond Recogni- 
tion—Four Alleged Van- 
dals Are Arrested. 


BY CARL HUBER. 

Boston, July 5.—Under the glare 
of a score of powerful army search- 
lights, firemen, policemen and volun- 
teers Sunday night reclaimed 20 more 
of the last patrons of the ill-fated 
Pickwick club, which crashed into a 
heap of bricks, plaster and splintered 
timber on the morning of July 4. 

Nineteen bodies had already been 
recovered, making<a total known death 
list of 39. 


Eleven women and 28 men made 
up the total casualty list at midnight. 
Most of them had been found after 
hours of search, buried under tons of 
debris which sprayed out of the top- 
pling building into an adjacent lot. 


6 Women, 14 Men Found. 

The newly discovered included 6 
women and 14 men. They were un- 
covered after a day of futile search, 
huddled together in a pulverized mass 
of tables, chairs and dance-hall para- 
phernalia beneath the jagged stump 
of what once was the wall of the 
building which housed the eluh. 

Among them was Inspector Benja- 
min Alexander, a popular detective of 
the Boston police force. 

Alexander,- father of six children, 
had gone to the Pickwick club in 
search of an underworld character 
wanted for theft of $7,000 worth of 
jewelry. He was there to “get his 
man,” and was not a regular patron 
of the place, his brother officers said. 
He was Jast seen seated alone at a 
table just off the dance hall of the 
elub on the night of the crash. 

The pocket where these 20 victims 
were discovered was more than 50 feet 
below the level of the dance hall, 
which was on the second floor of the 
The tons of debris which 
came from three upper floors had 
plunged into the club and tinued 
on out through the wall, sweeping at 
least 59 to their deaths. 

Crushed Beyond Recognition. 

Many of the victims found were 
crushed almost beyond recognition. 
Their bodies were found in all manner 
of positions, under tables, tangled into 
the remnants of chairs, or held. in the 
vicelike grip of tons of bricks. 

The only threat of vandalism oc- 
eurred early Sunday morning, when 
four men were halted by pistol fire 
while in the aet of scaling a fire 
escape in the rear of the demolished 
night club. One of the men was shot 
through the left arm and was taken 
to a hospital. The other three were 
arrested after a chase, and all were 
held as suspicious persons. 

The wounded man, according to the 
police, had a soft felt hat and a cap 
with him, in addition to hi8 own. It 
was believed the quartet sought either 
to loot the premises or to destroy evi- 
dence that relatives might have been 
present at the time of the disaster. 


Anxious Watchers. 
All day Sunday hundreds of anx- 


ious watchers crowded against the 
police lines near the scene of tlie 
swiftly .demolished building, which 
crumpled like a house of bloeks early 
Saturday morning at the height of a 
dance in the club on the seeond floor. 
Among the watchers, who bent at 
right angles an iron post to which the 
police line was tied, were scores fran- 
tically seeking meager information of 
missing relatives. The Southern mor- 
tuary, also, was besefged by other 
scores who aided in the grim work of 
identification. 

Ambulances lined the curbs Sunday, 
white coated hospital attendants min- 
gled with the rescuers, and priests 
stood ready to administer last rites.

Swampscott, Mass., July 5.—Exclu- 
sive North Siore society, the oldest 
summer aristocracy in America, has 
discovered that the Calvin Coolidge 
it ignored as governor and vice pres- 
ident cannot now be welcomed as 
president. 

Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge had hardly 
reached White Court to. spend the 
summer on this stretch of New Eng- 
land coast which provides summer 
residence for more wealthy families 


than they were deluged with invita- 
tions to its most exclusive houses. 

The result was concise and decis- 
ive. A formal statement was issued 
in behalf of President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge, pointing out bluntly that they 
would be unable to accept any social 
engagement while here. 

So it was that the North Shore so- 
ciety, which had failed to entertain 
the less famous Coolidge, found its 
overtures snubbed when it tried to 
accept him after he became president. 

As a matter of fact, the transition 


in the Coolidge outward fortunes dur- 


ing the last few years has been such 
that the most exclusive social set could 


hardly be blamed for a change of 
heart. The Coolidge in which they 
were never interested lived in a $32.50 
a month half of a double-house in 
Northampton, and in Boston lived in 
a cheap room in the Adams house. As 
vice president, that earlier Cowlidge 
came and went in New England, 
noticed only by his friends and po- 
litical associates. 

But this summer Calvin Covlidge 
came home like the youngest son in 
the fairy tale. With a beautiful 
yacht, a string of glittering motor 
cars, a uniformed military guard and 
the great name of president of the 
United States, he took up his resi- 
dence in one of the most imposing 
summer places along this aristoeratic 
shore.

Calcium Arsenate Is Food 


JEFFERSONVILLE BLACK THRIVES ON POISON 


On This Negro’s Daily Menu 


Jeffersonville, Ga., July 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—To disprove the fact that cal- 
cium arsenate would not kill wee- 
vils or humans, “Quilla” Williams, 
negro, 35, who operates a farm for 
G. W. Methvin four miles north of 
this place has eaten the poison sev- 
eral times. . 

While emptying a drum of arsenate 
a few days ago, Methvin told the 
negro to be careful and not get any 
in his mouth. The hale and hearty 
black replied, “shucks, white man, 
this stuff aint nothing but weak lime. 
Ize been eating it all summer, and 


either from the use of the lime or 
other things his appetite craves. 

A sample of this poison will be sent 
to state chemist for analysis to de- 
termine its real strength. The farm- 
ers in the vicinity think if their ne- 
groes can eat it and thrive, it is in- 
sufficient from the standpoint of be- 
ing a deadly poison, to kill as timy a 
bug as the boll weevil. ‘This supposed- 
to-be-poison was shipped here from a 
Georgia city, in drums. Several drums 
have been used in this section and the 
weevils are still active.

Mason and Bowman after being 
sufficiently revived, stated that they 
had been set upon the night of their 
disappearance by five hooded men, 
carried off from Dr. Mason's car and 
chained to a tree. Each night they 
were blindfolded and removen to an- 
other place, they stated. 
As the two men were found on a 
spot that was previously searched 
by a posse, it is believed that the 
men were moved each night to a sec- 
tion of the mountain that was 
searched on the day previous by the 
posse, their discovery being thus pre- 
vented.

While very thirsty, Bowman was

THIS HUMIDITY. 


It is the humidity that hurts, rather 
than the heat or the cold. The com- 
paratively large: amount of moisture 
in the air makes tropical heat hari! 
to endure because evaporation of 
sweat from the body surface is di- 
minished when the atmosphere is al- 
ready neurly saturated with water 
vapor. The only function of sweat # 
practically the cooling of the body. 
The comparative dryness of the air 
in elevated places makes extremely 
low winter temperatures endurable 
because the heat of the body is not 
so readily given off by conduction as 
it is where there is more water vapor 
in the air. - Excessive moisture, there- 
fore, makes hot air feel hotter an¢ 
cold air feel eolder, the first because 
evaporation of the sweat is hindered, 
and the second because the moisture 
favors conduction. 

When there is high humidity in 
warm weather the dissipation of heat 
through évaporation of sweat is lessen- 
ed, and*this is compensated by a 
greater flow of blood to the skin sur- 
face, which elevates the surface tem- 
perature and facilitates dissipation of 
the heat of the body by -radiation, 
conduction and convection. Probably 
this surface suffusion incident to high 
humidity is the chief reason for the 
discomfort we feel from: humidity. 

Humidify has much to do with our 
comfort, in any weather or any ¢li- 
mate. But neither humidity nor tem- 
perature nor both o¢ these factors de- 
termine comfort, for another factor 1s 
quite as important as humidity and 
temperature, and that is the motion 
of the air. An instrument called the 
kata-thermometer measures all three 
factors. ‘This is for scientific studies 
and it requires expert technical knowl- 
edge to use the instrument. An in- 
genious and practical application of 
the same principle is eftlled the gar-

© There is a nettral zone around 64 
to 6S degrees Fahrenheit in which 
humidity has little effect one way or 
the other, and this zone is most fre- 
quently found in spring or autumn 
in the temperate zone, naturally. .Ar- 
tifieally, the neutral zone rarely 
achieved because it is diffieult to 
heat winter, air or eool summer air 
Without greatly altering its humidity. 

The amount of water vapor in 
atmosphere is called the absoe- 
lute humidity; the ratio of the abso- 
the at- 
hold at the temper- 
ature in question if completely sat- 
urated is called the relative humid- 
itv. Complete saturation is 100 per 
cent relative humidity. Although no 
practical conclusions can be drawn 
from measurement = of humidity 
alone, temperature and air motion be- 
ing equally important factors, the 
average humdity in England is 75 per 
cent: in Denver, 42 per cent; in Los 
Angeles, 66.6 per cent. In Egypt,

Din Greets Explorers. 

Then the plane was towed for some 
ilistance amid the thunder of salutes 
from the Akershus fortress and the 
visiting British cruiser squadron and 
the blowing of sirens and. whistles 
from the craft in the harbor. ‘The 
party was transferred to a naval 
sloop and rowed to the pier. 

All of the party received affec- 
tionate embraces by Direc :tor Thomme- 
sen, of the Norwegian Aero club. 
Loaded with flowers, the explorers 
proceeded to the pavilion, where the 
burgomaster and the president of the 
storthing, M. Lykke, delivered ad- 
dresses of welcome, emphasizing the 
prestige Norway had gained by the 
daring of Amundsen and his compan- 
ions. 

Cheers were raised, and Captain 
Amundsen responded briefly, saying 
that he waS overwhelmed and that he 
could not find words with which to 
voice adequate acknowledgment. 

Oslo In Gala Attire. 

Oslo was in gay summer dress for 
the welcome to the explorers. ‘The 
pier was decorated with greens, the 
pavilion was decked with the Norwe- 
gian colors and was fronted by two 
tall pylons bearing gilt wings of vic- 
tory, while at the pierhead floated 
American, Norwegian and German 


flags, the latter in honor of Feucht,+ 


who is a German. 

The day was bright and warm, and 
by noon thousands of persons assem- 
bled with a host of civil, military and 
tiaval dignitaries. All windows and 
roofs and other points of vantage along 
the line of march from the pier to 
the palnce were crowded with sight 
Sailors and naval cadets form- 
ed a guard of honor. Five airplanes 
circled overhead, the bands played 
martial airs and flags fluttered from 
all the ships in the port.

Berlin, July 5.—(#)—Provisional 
figures of the census taken last month 
show that the population of Germany 
is roughly 62,500,000, including) the 
Sarre region, the population of which 
is estimated at another 750,000. 
Thus the population of Germany is 
about the same as it was in 1908, 
whereas at the outbreak of the world 
was it was roughly 68,000,000. 

It is estimated that Germany. lost 
nearly 7,000,000 by :;the cession of 
various territories under the terms of 
the peace treaty; another 270,000 by 
deaths during the war, and 2,500,000 
through a decreased birth rate during 
the war period. 

But for the war, it is pointed out 
that Germany would now have had a 
population of about 75,000,000. Never- 


‘theless, the population is steadily in- 
creasing. As compared with the cen- 
sus taken in 1919, there are about 
350,000 more people, or an increase 
of 51-2 per cent.
